COLOUR BLIND 













Aug. 28. 
Tlie cult of dictatorship, 
having spread from Europe to 
America, has heartened — the 
impatient critics of democracy. 
‘Once more, in accents 1ro1 


which it is most difficult to exo 
cise the joy, democracy is a 
[judged to have failed. The mere 
Tact that this is an echo of a 
lar post-war paean uttered 
over 2,300 years ago does not 
damp its exponents’ enthusiasm. 
According to the fashion of the 
20th Century dictator they call 
‘upon their fellow-men to choose 
‘a coloured shirt, surrender to its 
radiance all independence of 
thought and thus find the peace 
of mind which passeth under- 
standing. Amid the truly 
grim throes of colourblin 
ness thereby induced, it 
expected th 

qualms regarding the progress 
of mankind and the development 
of civilisation will be avoided. 
In this sort of chromatic bliss 
it is inevitable that some of the 
harsher tendencies of mobs and 
mob-leaders find expression. So 
bourgeoisie—in the red dictator- 
ship—are murdered—judicially 
or otherwise. In the brown 
dictatorship, “communists, wo- 
men and Jews become the 
subject of persecution, In the 
blue dictatorship. . .. but itis 
hardly necessary to proceed. The 
chief point is that this resort to 
non-parliamentary forms of 
government, this direct rebuttal 
of the need for the will of the 
people to prevail, this revival of 
the “no damned — nonsense” 
method of administration makes 
to rejoice the hearts of worthy 
men and women who were find- 
ing too difficult the task of think- 
ing out the implications of the 
present world-crisis. In the 
belief that those impedimenta 
will never be required again, the 
tendency is to ask the nations to 
throw “overboard such new- 
fangled notions as the sanctity 
of treaties, the interdependence 
of units ‘of civilisation 
essential futility of war, 
other day, in the House of Com: 
mons. Sir Austen Chamberlain 
noted that “the name of Stres 
mann has no respect, Locarno is 
a word of abuse.” Ii is not only 
in Germany that that mentality 
is showing itself. During the 
last two years the League of 
Nations has been confronted by 
severe tests of its efficacy. Those 
who—in less vividly coloured 
days—gave the League lip ser- 
vice, are at pains to demonstrate 
the ‘exceeding folly, wickedness 
and immorality of ‘anyone who 
ever believed in it.

It was cold when we arrived, late 
in the evening, at Chong-gu, How- 
ever a hot sulphur bath eased the 
tired bones and the long day's jour- 
ney of forty miles (120 li) was soon 
forgotien whe ‘soaking Un ihe 
steaming e three great high. 
Ways out from Tashientu are Blessed 
with fine, hot sulphur springs. There 
‘are several at Wale, two or three 
‘at Jedo, and a number aiong the 
north road. The Tibetans, as. well 
as the Chinese, are very’ fond of 
those sulphus springs, and a Dienie 
to the waters Is almost a weekly 
event. Monday is ladies" day and it 
Is religiously observed. Sunday is 
the “common” day and the soldiers 
enjoy the pool. Wednesday is. re- 
served for officials Who appreciate 
the rest and change at the springs. 
These sulphur waters are an un- 
mixed blessing along the frontier. 
The Incarnation, no matter how big 
and reverend his position may be 
in the “Land of the Camas, will 
Spend a week of a month near some 
sulphur spring. The lanias, schoo 
boys, and merchants all patronise 
the {prings, and around them have 
grown up. humerous eating-houses, 
enabling the bathers to spend a few 
ays at the pool.

Myit- 
kyina in Upper Burma. Karens, 
Kachins, Shans, Chinese” Tibetans, 
Burmese, and tumerous hill tribes 
mingled freely on the streets of that 
interesting terminus.

‘Prof. C. Hodges on General 
Situation 


‘Real world unity is more than 











just a system of holding together 
he divergent national policies of 
the governments of the world,” de- 


clared Professor Charles Hodges, of 
New York University, in a speech 
given on Aug. 22 atl the monthly 

in meeting of the Ameri- 
ean University Club, “The ultimate 
solution of this vexing problem of 
world unity ean be found only in 
the eventual harmonising of the 
Various social orders now existing. 

Prof. Hodges, who is making 
study of the political and economic 
problems of the world, recently ar- 
rived in Shanghai after having tour- 
ed England, Germany, Rossia, and 
Manchuria." He will leave shortly 
for Japan where he will continue his 
‘observations, after whieh he will re- 
tum to the United States to make 
comprehensive of his 
studies. 

In his talk on the “Danger Spots 
in’ World | Politics,” Prof. Hodges 
expressed keen disappointment in. 
the failure of the London Economie 
Conference, and attributed this 
failure to the “supremacy of econo 
‘mie nationalism over economic inter- 
aationalism.” Contributing factors 
were the large number of side is- 
ques injected into the proceedings of 
the conference and ‘the lack of 
friendly feeling. The combined

Fire Engine Wrecks Wall of St. 
Luke's Hospital 


Four firemen were injured, one 
somewhat seriously, when a Shang- 








hai Fire Brigade’ machine from 
Hongkew Station, on its way to an 
outbreak at 845" Broadway on 
‘August 27, became out of control 





when swerving to avoid street. im- 
provement work in Boone Road near 
the corner of Seward Road and 
crashed headlong into the side wall 
of the St. Luke's Hospital, overturn. 
ing after the impact, 

Luckily the machine, a house and 
fat’ pump turnout, was the second an- 
swering the fire call, and before the 
Smash voecurred the’ first crew had 
already sent through word that the 
fi ‘minor affair involving a 














quantity of bedding, matting, and 








flooring, had been s 
tinguished. 

Portion of the roadway is up in 
Boone Road, and this made it neces 
sary forthe machine to swerve 
sharply to the left. On attempting 
to make the turn back to the right, 
the driver found it impossible. to 
straighten up, with the result that 
the heavy vehicle, travelling at 
about 20 miles an’ hour, mounted 
the pavement and struck the wall 
under a window of the hospital, 
smashing brickwork and crushing 
spouting before falling over, 

Officers’ Lucky Eseape 

The officer in charge of the crew, 
‘Sub-Oficer Somers, jumped when he 
saw that a crash was inevitable, 
‘and brought up against the wal 
being extremely lucky to esc 
with nothing worse than a severe 


isfactorily ex- 











shaking. ‘Turning to the ‘wrecked 
machine, he helped to extricate 
members of the Chinese crew, so 





covered with spilt oil as to be’ u 
Fecognisable, from beneath the near 
side. 

‘Suffering from a crushed chest 
and contusions, the leading fireman 
was the most severely injured. He 
‘was earried into St. Luke's Hospital 
operating theatre and thence to a 
Ward where he was detained. Two 
‘other men, one of them the driver of 
the machine, ad meanwhile been 
rushed to the Police Hospital.  Fire- 
men ‘who had been clinging’ to the 
offside either jumped clear or were 
Thrown right over the machine.

KIANGNAN DOCK AS 
HIVE OF INDUSTRY 


Sixteen Vessels and $8,000,006 
Cruiser in Hand 


More than 2,000 workers are 
busy in the Naval Ministry's Kiang- 
nan Dock, Kiaochangmizo, carrying 
out one of the heaviest shipbuilding 
Programmes in the history of the 
dock. 

With its dry dock fully occupied 
by two gunboats and a Customs 
float for repairs, the entire water- 
front of the shipbuilding works 1s 
crowded with crane posts, keels and 
hhalf-completed hulls. ‘There are al- 
together sixteen vessels under con- 
struction, ranging from 300 tons to 
#,000 tons. ‘Three of the vessels are 
being built for the Ministry of Navy, 
while the remaining are for the 
Customs authorities who will use 
them for patrol duties “along the 
Yangtze and the China coast. 
Except for the 3,000 tons’ cruiser 
which will be launched on the Na- 
tional Day next year, all the fifteen 
fare to be completed ‘in ten months. 
Gmeials of the Dock expect to see 
several interesting launching cere- 
‘monies within the next few months. 

A visit to the Dock reveals an 
teresting scene the like of which is 
seldom seen in the works in any 
other season. With the construction 
work of the sixteen vessels in full 
Swing, the waterfront gives a com- 
plete illustration of different stages 
of ship building, from the time of

Vessels to Be Launched 

The first of the sixteen vessols to 
be launched belongs to the Customs. 
The ceremony will take place in ten 
days. 

‘According to a spokesman of the 
Dock, all the thirteen Customs ves- 
sels ‘are between 300 to 400 tons. 
These will be equipped with machine 
guns, and are. to be delivered in 
Sune’ next, year 

‘On October 10 this year, the Si 
Ning and Wei Ning, sister gunboats, 
are to be launched’ in the presence 
Of representatives of the Naval 
Ministry, Each gunboat is 140 feet 
overall, twenty feet beam, 300 tons 
displacement, ‘and has a’ speed of 
thirteen knots. Each will be equip- 
ped with two 57 mm. quick firing 
guns, and four machine guns. 

Guinboats of a more or less the 
same design have been constructed 
in the Dock during the past several 
years. Tt is expected that the naval 
‘authorities will place orders with 
the Dock for more gunboats of this 
kind, 


Biggest Warship to Be Built 
While steamers of above 10,000 
tons have been constructed in the 
works, the Ping Hai will be the bi 
est Warship ever built in the dock. 
‘The vessel is expected to be com: 
pleted in the early part of 1936, 
‘With steel plates and certain parts 
of machinery imported from Great 
Britain, this new cruiser is estimated 
to cost, the Chinese Government a 
sum of approximately $8,000,000,

HEALTH REPORT FOR JULY 
(Extiacts) 

The Acting Commissioner 
Public Health reports: 

The excessive heat did not eom- 
mence until about the middle of the 
month, and even then was not con- 
tinuous, and this undoubtedly had 
fan effect on the state of the public 
health which on the whole could be 
described as good. 

Both Foreign and Chinese death 
rates were considerably below the 
average. Although true cholera 
was absent, summer diseases ap- 
peared again, due ‘mainly to lack 
of attention to personal hygiene, and 
to the careless preparation of food- 
stuffs, 

A record number of persons bitten 
by animals, mostly dog ded 
the Anti-Rabic Institute. “This sub- 
Ject is dealt with more fully below. 

Vital Statistics. 

An outstanding feature of the 
month was the large number of 
Foreign deaths reported from ac- 
cidental causes—of a total of 56 
deaths notified from all causes, 12 
came under the former category. 

‘The Foreign death rate was 11.35 
per mille compared with 17.87 in 
July last, and that of the Chines 
community 12.18, against  12/ 
Allowing for the fact that th 
system of Chinese death registra- 
tion is not yet accurate (although 
improving month by month), the 
figure recorded is very low for July. 
Of the total Foreign deachs regis- 
tered,—nearly 92 per cent. were due 
to preventable diseases, with Tuber- 
culosis, as usual, the chief ca 

‘There were 1,100 Chinese deaths; 
this includes 393 unwanted bodies, 
of which a large proportion were of 
infants dumped on the borders of 
the Settlement.

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AGREEMENT AT WORLD 
WHEAT CONFERENCE 


1934 Exports Limited to 
500,000,000 Bushels 


London, Aug. 25. 

‘The World Wheat Conference de- 
Yegates to-day reached an agreement 
‘which will formally be initialled at 
6.30 o'clock this afternoon, provid- 
ing for an average fixed ‘price of 
‘twelve gold francs a quintal. 

Under the terms of the agree- 
ment, importing countries under-

eountries, on the other hand, 
bind themselves to export no more 
‘than 560,000,000 bushels of the 
grain during the year 1934, Soviet 
Russia and the Danubian countries 
being included in this pact. 

No arrangement has yet been
